2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to 
serve when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd when 
under 20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder, notice 
shall be given to the seller within four months of date of purchase, or by the 
time the bull is 90 months of age, if purchased under 14 months of age. 


3. With the exception of heifer sold under i4 months of age, all females 
are guaranteed breeders. Cows with calves at foot are considered breeders.
